But 
neither in 1917 nor in 
11922 would- anyone have believed 
that in. twenty-two... years Jews 
were: to be stopped from. enter- 
ing the National Home at all and 
to be visited with domination by 
an Arab State. True, the Mandate 
did not promise to impose a Jew- 
lish Palestinian’ State on the 
Arabs, but unquestionably the 
_|Jews, together with. the people 
of this country’ and the rest of: 
the world, would have been pro- 
foundly. astonished if they had 
been told that, in the meaning: of; 
the. Mandaté, we were to invite 
the Jews to enter Palestine “as 
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are ; matters for consideration 
when the time arrives,” from. _ 
which the occupants. of the Na- 
tional Home will doubtless derive 
great comfort.

British have withdrawn. (But. 
more astonishing is the Govern- 
ment’s statement that it is not in 
any way bound by the principle of 
“absorptive capacity.” There is no _ 
doubt that the League Council: 
has always thought the contrary.. 
There is no doubt that the Brit-- 
ish Government itself thought. 
the contrary until quite recent- 
ly, certainly up to the autumn of : 
1937. At that time it went to, the 
Mandates Commission to exX~ 
plain that it wished to reduce 
Jewish immigration to 12,000 a 
year.

WITH REGARD TO . CHINESE 
TRADE AND FINANCE IS RE- 
VIEWED BY THE FINANCIAL 
EDITOR OF THE “SIN WAN 
PAO.” WHO DECLARES THAT 
MUCH CHINESE CAPITAL HAS 
FLOWN INTO THE CITY.. 

Formerly Shanghai had always 
‘been the financial centre of China, 
but shortly after the cutbreak of 
hostilities much capital was trans- 
ferred into the interior. 

Now, however, funds had accumu- 
Jated once more in Shanghaj to 
such an extent that the Chinese 
banks were unable to find profitable 
investments for the deposits. 

All banks were therefore trying 
to find new markets, and a group 
of twelve banks, including the four 
biggest -banks in the city, have 
opened branch offices in Kunming, 
in an endeavour to develop business 
in the southwestern provinces. 

In this connection the writer re- 
calls the Government regulations 
with regard to transfer of money, 
which were devised to relieve the 
congestion of Shanghai, but which 
were also responsible for it.

courageous fighting man, and in . the 


early~stages of the battle he showed... ~ 


flashes of his one time form. Yet Nel- 
son ‘was one of the ring’s phenomenons 
—there never has been a man possess- . 
ed. of ‘such incredible endurance and 


ability to keap going under fiendish 


punishment. 

Two. months after this, Gans actual- 
ly fought Nelson again, but this time 
it mwas dreadful slaughter. Even so, 
he lasted twenty-one. painswracked 
rounds before he was knecked out! 

Joe Gans spent the last months of his 
brilliant, brief, and tragic life with his’ 
mother, and he died in his home town 
of Baltimore, Maryland, where they:
